NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 8th November, 1974 

G.S.R. 459(E).—In exercise ot the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 10 of the Additional Emoluments (Compulsory Deposit) Act, 1974 (37 of 
1974), and of all other powers enabling it in this behalf, the Central Government 
hereby frames the following Scheme in respect of Local Authority employees, 
namely— 

1. Short title and commencement —(l) This Scheme may be called the Addi¬ 
tional Emoluments Compulsory Deposit (Local Authority Employees) Scheme, 
1974. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 6th day of July, 1974. 

2. Definitions.— In this Scheme, unless the context otherwise requires:— 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Additional Emoluments (Compulsory Deposit) Act, 1974 

(37 of 1974); 

(b) ‘bank’ means— 

(i) the State Bank of India constituted under the State Bank of India 

Act, 1955 (23 of 1955); 

(ii) a subsidiary bank as defined in the State Bank of India (Subsidiary 

Banks) Act, 1959 (38 of 1959); 
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(iii) a corresponding new bank constituted under section 3 of the Banking 

Companies (Acquisition and Transfer) Undertakings Act. 1970 (5 
of 1970); 

(iv) any other bank, being a bank Included in the Second Schedule to the 

Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 (2 of 1934); 

(c) ‘deduction’ means the amount deducted under section 8 from the emolu¬ 

ments of an employee; 

(d) ‘deposit office’ means an office specified in column ( 2 ) of the First 

Schedule; 

(e) ‘employee’ means an employee of a local authority and includes an 

employee of the Central Government or of any State Government who 
Is on deputation to a local authority; 

(f) ‘Form’ means a form set out in the Second Schedule; 

(g) 'ledger account', in relation to an employee, means the account main¬ 

tained in Form VI; 

(h) ‘nominated authority' means an authority notified in relation to 

employees of a local authority situated in a State or a Union territory, 
by the Government of that State or the Administrator of that Union 

territory; 

(i) ‘paragraph’ means a paragraph of this Scheme and ‘sub-paragraph’ means 

a sub-paragraph of the paragraph in which it occurs; 

<j) ‘schedule’ means a schedule appended to this Scheme; 

(k) ‘section’ means a section of the Act; 

( l ) ‘specified authority’ means an employer as defined in sub-clause (ill) of 

clause (h) of section 2 , and includes, in relation to employees employed 
by or through a contractor under the Contract Labour (Regulation and 
Abolition) Act, 1970, (37 of 1970), the employer who engages such 
contractor. 

3. Allotment of code numbers..—The nominated authority shall allot a code 
number to each specified authority under its jurisdiction and intimate the same 
to the specified authority. 

4. Manner of deductions for compulsory deposit.—Every deduction shall be 
rounded off in the manner specified in section 11 : 

Provided that where deductions are made at a time for two or more wage 
periods, the deduction on account of each such period shall be 

rounded off. 

9. Remittance of deductions from employees.—(1) Tbe specified authority shall, 
within fifteen days of the close of every month remit, in the manner hereinafter 
.specified, tbe total amount of deductions from the emoluments disbursed for the 
month (including deductions in respect of employees who draw their own emolu¬ 
ments) . 

(2) Every remittance in respect of each of the Additional Wages Deposit 
Account and the Additional Dearness Allowance Deposit Account shall be made 
by a separate cheque or demand draft which shall be: 

(a) drawn on a bank situated at the same station as the deposit office Is 

situated; 

(b) marked 'account payee’ and made out in favour of the nominated 

authority with the suffix 'AE(CD) Wages Account’ or ‘AE(CD) Dear¬ 
ness Allowance Account’, as the case may be; 

(c) tendered, or sent by registered post, to the deposit office together with 

a challan in duplicate in Form ‘I’ or in Form ‘II’, as may be appropriate. 

( 3 ) Where any remittance is by a demand draft, the bank issuing the draft 
shall issue to the specified authority a certificate of payment in Form ‘III’. 

(4) Where any remittance is by a cheque, the deposit office shall issue to the 
specified authority a receipt in Form ‘IV’. 

(5) The specified authority shall within five days of tendering; or sending by 
registered post, a cheque or demand draft, send to the nominated authority, a 
statement in Form V. 
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<6) The deposit office shall send to the nominated authority the duplicate of 
Form I or of Form II referred to in clause (c) of sub-paragraph (2) duly receipted. 

(7) In the case of employees employed by or through a contractor, he shall 
furnish such information as may be required by the specified authority to enable 
aucfi authority to comply with the provisions of this Scheme. 


6. Ledger account.—A separate ledger account, in relation to Additional Wages 
Deposit Account and Additional Dearness Allowance Deposit Account in the name 
of every employee, shall be opened and maintained by the specified authority in 
Form ‘VI’ or as near thereto as may be. 

7. Nomination.—(1) An employee may nominate in Form ‘VII’ or as near thereto 
as may be, one or more persons who shall be entitled to receive the amount stand¬ 
ing to his credit in the ledger account together with the interest thereon, in the 
event of his death before the last annual instalment has become payable or, having 
become payable, has not been paid. 

(2) Where the amount together with interest referred to in sub-paragraph (1) 
is payable to two or more nominees and either or any of them dies before such 
payment is made, the amount shall be paid to the surviving nominee or nominee#. 

(3) A nomination made by the employee may be cancelled or changed by ft 
fresh nomination in Form ‘VTIT or as near thereto as may be. 

(4) Every nomination and every cancellation thereof or change thereto, shall 
be effective from the date of its receipt by the specified authority and shall be 
noted In the ledger account. 

(5) If the nominee is a minor, the employee may appoint any person, to receive 
on behalf of such minor until such minor attains the age of majority the amount 
due In the event of death of the employee. 

(6) Where an employee has not made any nomination, the amounts standing 
to his credit in the ledger account, including Interest thereon, shall, in the event 
of his death, be payable: 

(a) to all members of the family In equal shares: 

Provided that the widow or widows, the child or children of the deceased 
son shall receive between them in equal parts only the share which 
that son would have received if he had survived the employee; 

(b) If there Is no family, to any person who produces a probate or letters 

of administration or a succession certificate issued under Indian 
Succession Act, 1925 (39 of 1925), entitling the holder thereof to 
receive such payment: 

Provided that if the total amount involved does not exceed two thousand 
and five hundred rupees, the specified authority may waive the 
requirement of production of such probate or letters of administra¬ 
tion or succession certificate and pay the amount to the person 
appearing to it to be entitled to receive such amount. 

Explanation. —(a) In this sub-paragraph, ‘family’ in relation to an employee, 
means: 

(i) In the case of a mole employee, his wife, his children, whether married 

or unmarried, his dependent parents and the widow and children of 
his predeceased son, if any; 

(ii) in the case of a female employee, her husband, her children, whether 

married or unmarried, her dependent parents and the widow and 
children of her predeceased son, if any. 

(b) Where the personal law of an employee permits the adoption by him of a 
child, any child lawfully adopted by him shall be deemed to be included in his 
family and where a child of an employee has been adopted by another person and 
such adoption is. under the personal law of the person making such adoption, 
lawful, such child shall be deemed to be excluded from the family of the employee. 
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8. iRlfcrfest.—‘Every deduction shall earn simple Interest from the first day of 
the month in which such deduction is remitted to the nominated authority: 

Provided that if the hank deposit rate is changed after the first day of a month, 
the revised rate of interest shall take effect from the first day of the succeeding 
month: 

Provided further that no interest shall accrue in the month in respect of any 
deductions relating to—- 

(a) additional wages and additional dearness allowance for any period of 

the same month; or 

(b) additional wages and additional dearnesB allowance in consequence of 

any wage revision or otherwise, including arrears paid to an employee 
after the tenth Hay of that month; 

Provided also that bo interest shall accrue on any amount from the month lb 
which it has become due for repayment and has been tendered to the employee 
or his nominee, as the case may be, and such employee or nominee has failed for 
any reason to receive such amount. 

B. Maintenance of account by nominated authority.—(1) The nominated 
authority khall, In relation to a specified authority, maintain ah hdCoUhtJn form 
IX' separately for Additional Wages Deposit Account arid Additional Dearness 
AlldWanWt DBpottt Account. 

(2) (a) The nominated authority shall verify at (he end of every year whether 
the balances and tM interest indicated In the account maintained in Form ‘IX’, 
tally With the annual abstract of ledger account in Form ‘XlV’ furnished by the 
specified authority under sub-paragraph (3) of paragraph 12. 

(b) if the nominated authority notices any inconsistency, it shall, in consulta¬ 
tion With the specified authority, remove such inconsistency. 

10. Repayments.—(1) The specified authority shall assess, separately for addi¬ 
tional wages and additional dearness allowance, the amounts required for the pur¬ 
pose of making repayments under sub-section (2) of Section 9 and make an appli¬ 
cation to the nominated authority in Form ‘X’ before the last day of June each 
year. 

(2) The nominated authority shall: 

(a> with reference to the account maintained In Form ‘IX’, arrive at the 
total atnount repayable together with Interest payable by the specified 
authority; and 

(b) make available to the specified authority the amount so arrived at, but 
not exceeding the amount asked for under sub-paragraph (1). 

(3) The specified authority shall disburse the amounts repayable to the employee 
within ten days of the receipt of the same from the nominated authority and 
furnish to the nominated authority within three days of disbursement particulars 
thereof in Form ‘XT. 

(4) Where, for any reason, the whole or any part of the amount made available 
by the nominated authority under sub-paragraph (2) cannot be disbursed within 
ten days of its receipt, the specified authority shall refund the undisbursed amount 
as It were a remittance of deductions, following the procedure set out in sub¬ 
paragraph (2) of paragraph 5 and every challan, in Form I or in Form II according 
as the undisbursed amount relates to additional wages or addittonl dearness allow¬ 
ance, shall be superscribed with the words “Refund of undisbursed amount” In 
red ink. 


(31 Where any repayment Is to be made under the third proviso to sub¬ 
section (1) of section 9, the specified authority shall make an apnliration In 
Form X’— 

(a)ten days in advance, before an employee retires on superannuation: 
and 

fbl in any other case, immediately on the occurrence of an event necessi¬ 
tating repayment; 

and id making repayments, the specified authority and the nominated authority 
shall follow the procedure specified in sub-paragraphs (11 to (4). 
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11. Adjustment of accounts on the transfer of employees.—(1) On the 
transfer of an employee from the jurisdiction of one specified authority to 
another, whether within the jurisdiction of the same nominated authority or 
otherwise, the specified authority from whose jurisdiction' the employee is 
transferred (hereinafter referred to as the transferor specified authority) 
Shall— 

(a) complete the ledger account by posting therein all the deductions, 

including those made during the month of transfer, and the interest 
earned by the deductions upto the end of the month preceding that 
of transfer; 

(b) make a suitable note of the transfer in the ledger account and close 

it to a ‘nil’ balance; 

(c) forward by registered post an authenticated copy of the ledger 

account together with his latest nomination form (In original) to 
the specified authority to whose jurisdiction the employee has been 
transferred (hereinafter referred to as the transferee specified 
authority); and 

(d) prepare an abstract in Form XII of the account transferred and 

supply— 

(i) three copies to the transferee specified authority if such authority 

functions within the jurisdiction of the same nominated authority 
or four copies if the transferee specified authority functions 
within the jurisdiction of a different nominated authority; and 

(ii) one copy to the nominated authority in whose jurisdiction the 
transferor specified authority functions, 

(2) On receipt of the ledger account, the nomination form and the abstract. 
the transferee specified authority shall— 

(a) tally the abstract with the authenticated copy of the ledger account; 

(b) send one copy of the abstract, duly receipted, back to the transferor 

specified authority; 

(c) forward the remaining copy or copies of the abstract, as the case may 

be, duly receipted, to its nominated authority; 

(d) open a ledger account in respect of the transferred employee by 

entering therein the amounts of deposits and the interest standing 
to his credit on the date of his transfer as shown In the authenti¬ 
cated copy of the ledger account received from the transferor 
specified ' authority and indicating prominently in the remarks 
column of the ledger account that the entries are by transfer; and 

(e) with reference to the authenticated copy of the ledger account and 

the abstract, calculate and credit the interest as admissible on the 
deposits for the months for which it has not been credited earlier. 


(3) Where an employee is transferred from the jurisdiction of one specified 
authority to another and the jurisdiction of the nominated authority is the 
same the nominated authority shall, on receipt of the copy of the abstract from 
the transferee specified authority and after verifying whether the copy received 
from the transferor specified authority is the same as the one received from the 
transferee specified authoritv. make necessary entries in the accounts of both 
the specified authorities concerned. 


(4) Where as a result of the transfer of an employee, the nominated authority 
is a different authority, the nominated authority In whose jurisdiction the 
transferor specified authority functions, shall, on receipt of the copy of the 
abstract referred to in sub-clause (ii) of clause (d) of sub-paragraph (1), from 
the transferor specified authority—• 

(a) await the receipted copy of the abstract from the transferee specified 

authority through the nominated authority under whom the 
transferee specified authority functions and after verifying whether 
the copy received from the transferor specified authority is the 
same as the one received from the transferee specified authority, 
mate necessary entries in the ledger account of the transferor 
specified authority; and 

(b) Inform the deposit office as well as the nominated authority under 

whom the transferee specified authorliy functions, the amounts 
transferred. 
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(5) In regard to cases falling under sub-paragraph (4), the nominated authorl 
ty under whose jurisdiction the transferee specified authority functions, shall:— 

(a) make necessary entries in. the account of the transferee specified 

authority; 

(b) forward one copy of the receipted abstract to the nominated authority 

under whose jurisdiction, the transferor specified authority func¬ 
tions; and 

(c) inform the deposit office of the amounts received by transfer, 

(0) In this paragraph, the transferee specified authority and the nominated 
authority under whom the transferee specified authority functions. Include the 
corresponding authorities specified in: 

(a) the Additional Emoluments Compulsory Deposit (Government Em¬ 

ployees! Scheme, 1974; and 

(b) the Additional Emoluments Compulsory Deposit (Employees other 

than employees of Government and Local Authorities) Scheme, 

1974 . 


12. Annual statement of account of employees,—(1) The specified authority 
shall, as soon as possible, after the close of one year from the appointed day 
and at the close of every succeeding year, supply to every employee a statement 
of account, in Form XIII. 


(2) The employee shall communicate his acceptance or reasons for non- 
acceptance of the balances in his ledger account within one month of the 
receipt of the statement of account. 


(3) The specified authority shall, within six weeks of the close of each year 
referred to in sub-paragraph ('ll, send to the nominated authority an abstract 
of the ledger account in Form ‘XIV’. 

(4) The specified authority shall afford the employee, if the latter so desires, 
all reasonable facilities for verifying the entries shown in the statement of 
account with those in the ledger account. 


13 Certificate of deductions.—The specified authority shall issue to every 
employee liable to make a compulsory deposit under the Compulsory Deposit 
Scheme (Income-tax Payers) Act, 1974 (38 of 1974), a certificate in Form ‘XV, 
showing the credits (other than interest) in his ledger account during the year 
ending Slat March, within one month of the close of the said year. 


14 Issue of duplicate documents.—tin the event of loss or destruction of the 
annual statement of account supplied under sub-paragraph (1) of paragraph 12 
or of the certificate of deductions issued under paragraph 13. the specified 
authority shall, on a request made to it in this behalf, issue a duplicate copy to 
the employee and the specified authority may charge a fee not exceeding fifty 
paise per copy for the issue of such duplicate copy. 

15 Recovery of arrears.—(11 Where for any reason, the specified authority 
makes any remittance for credit to the deposit account later than the last day 
specified in sub-paragraph (1) of paragraph 5, he shall: 

(a) for the period the remittance has not been made, deposit with the 

Government Treasury the amount representing interest on the 
delayed remittance at the rate specified under section 23 With the 
ehallan in Form XVI in quadruplicate, and 

(b) attach a copy of the receipted ehallan, obtained from the Treasury, 

to the documenta accompanying the remittance under sub-para¬ 
graph (2) of paragraph 5. 

f21 If during the course of inspection under sub-section (2) of section 20 or 
otherwise any omission or delay In the credit or remittance of any amount 
whi™ ought to have been credited to the Additional Wages Deport Account or 
Additional Dearness Allowance Deposit Account or remitted to the nominated 
authority as the case may be, comes to the notice of the nominated authority 
person authorised In this behalf, such authority or person shall, require 
the Specified authority in relation to which such omission or delay has come to 
notice to make forthwith the necessary deductions or remittance, as the case 
may be, and deposit the amount in accordance with sub-paragraph (1). 
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16 . Audit of accounts.—( 1 ) Where the accounts and other relevant records 
of a Local Authority are required to be audited by an auditor designated for 
the purpose, such auditor shall also audit the accounts and other relevant 
records maintained under this scheme by the specified authority and forward 
the audit report thereon to the nominated authority. 

(2) (a) Without prejudice to anything contained in sub-paragraph (1), the 
accounts and other relevant records maintained under this Scheme by the 
specified authority and the nominated authority in respect of the Additional 
Wages Deposit Account and the Additional Dearness Allowance Deposit 
Account shall be open to audit by the Comptroller and Auditor-General of 
India or any person appointed by him in this behalf. 

(b) The specified authority and the nominated authority shall preserve the 
aforesaid accounts and other relevant records for a period of three years after 
the deposits and interest due thereon have been repaid or till the period the 
objections, if any, raised by the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India have 
been settled, whichever is later.
